A cablegram 
from Antw erp, Bel- 
gium, of Friday says: "A terrible catas- 
trophe, the consequences of which are 
as yet incalculable, took place at Ant- 
werp this afternoon. 
At 
2:15 
a ter- 
rific explosion was heard, and imme- 
diately afterwards it seemed as if a rain 
of glass was falling over the surround- 
ing country. 
It was near the port and 
just behind 
the dry docks that 
the 
catastrophe 
took place in a 
powder 
magazine belonging to a merchant who 
had recently purchased 40,000,000 of 
old cartridges, intending 
to sell 
the 
powder. 
His work people, ovei 100 in 
number, more than half of them being 
women, were occupied in opening these 
cartidges when the explosion took place, 
and not one of these have 
yet 
been 
found alive. 
Large numbers of persons 
were also more or less severely wound- 
ed by pieces of plass and by the roofs 
of several houses, which fell in for a 
great distance. 
At frequent intervals 
parts of the human frame, such as legs 
and annsj were found on the streets. 


'«The cartridge factory was situated 
adjacent to the petroleum stores,and two 
large petroleum warehouses were set on 
fire, and the fire spread in all directions. 


«'The supposition is that the number 
of person killed range from 200 to 400, 
while over 1,000 persons are injured.*'

A Fatal Mine 
Ex'plosion. 


An explosion occurred last Thursday 
in the Ironstone pit of the 
Maurice 
Wood colliery, Midlothian, Scotland, 
resulting in the death of fifty miners. 
Only fourteen of the sixty-four men at 
work in the mine were rescued. 


Utopia, a small country station on

THE FARM AND «ARDEN. 


Mr. Alexander Baranoff, who ivas a 
Russian army officer, and v/ho was sen- 
tenced to Siberia for allepfed compUcity 
in revolutionary schemcs, spoke to a Bos- 
ton Advertiser reporter as follows: 


"Were it not for the charity ot tho 
people of Russia and Siberia no convict 
would ever live to sec tho end of his 
journey. 
The charities of the City of 
Moscow, from which so many prisoners 
start for Siberia, are fcreat. It is the cus- 
tom of tho convicts to choose one of their 
-own number as fortynau when about to 
.-start on their long journey. 
When our 
compnny of SOU men and women, es- 
corted by the soldiers with fixed bayo- 
nets, loft Moscow, our ioreman went \ip 
and down the lines of people gathered to 
witness our departure. He collected alms 
from the crowd, the money being put 
into bags and carried alonj^ to the lirst 
station, where 
it was di^nded. 
The 
amount collected was so great that every 
man had $27. 


Government does not interfere 
with this alms-giviug on the part of the 
people. 
In every little town through 
which you pass each villager takes oJI his 
hat, and crosscs himself, and throws in a 
penny for the benefit of the 'poor unfor- 
tunate,' as the convicts are termed by 
the people. 


''All that the American people have 
"heard and read about the sufferings en- 
• dured by the prisoners exiled to Siberia is 
true. 
The half has never been told. 
The soldiers in Siberia have a name for 
the convicts which well expresses their 
condition. 
It may be translated freely 
as 'you are dead but not buried.' 
This 
is the truth. 
It is a living death. 


''The women prisoners at the mines 
were employed in scrubbing, washing 
and clothes making. 
The 
delicately 
nurtured ladies among them who were 
political oHenders did not generally live 
long. 


"Some of the severities practiced upon 
-convicts in Siberia are justified, it must 
be said. 
Many of the convicts are the 
worst sort of humanity, including mur- 
derers, thieves, 
highwaymen and 
all 
kinds of oilenders. 
We had one mur- 
derer in our community who had killed 
twenty-seven men. 


"The political prisoners were forced to 
mingle with this class of convicts, some 
-of them the dregs of humanity. 
In our 
company of 800 which left Moscow, 
there were forty-eight political prisoners, 
four of whom were women. 
Sixteen of 
us were the ofiicers of the Shleselburg 
Regiment, who had been courtmartialed 
for alleged complicity with Polish con-* 
..spirators. 
Three of us officers stuck to- 
gether and worked together, and finally 
escaped together. 
I do not know w^hat 
ever beciime of the others. 
I suppose 
they are all dead by now. 


"There is only one chance in 100 of 
-ever getting back to Russia when one is 
once sent to Siberia, for if a convict is 
suspected of having 
further political 
schemes it destroys his hope of a pardon. 


'^Many of the convicts, as I have said, 
XLVQ desperate men. 
Here is a stpry of 
the revenge some of them took upon a 
-Siberian who had miu'dered some of their 
number. 
This Siberian was one of the 
Mongolian race called Bratski, and he 
had a farm about 200 versts from Ner- 
• chinsk. 
It lay in the way by which con- 
evicts escaping from the mines generally 
passed. 
The region was mostly a dry

but this Bratski farmer had

X cmiE FOK noG ciioLnnA. 


A remedy for hog cholera given by the 
Georgia Department of Agriculture is, 
liowers of sulphur, sulphate of iron (cop- 
peras) and madder, two pounds of Qixcf, 
)lack antimony and nitrate of potassa 
(saltjictre), half a pound of each and two 
ounces of arsenic. 
Mix this in ten gal- 
lons of gruel for 100 hogs or give a pint 
dose to each hog daily. 
Give it to hogs 
both sick and well whore the latter have 
been exposed. 
Tho sick must be sepa- 
rated from the well animals and both 
ulasses removed to new and clean quarters 
or uasturcs. 
Burn the old beds and 
sprinkle the floor of the sheds with a so- 
lution of one pint ot pure carbolic acid 
to ten gallons of soft water. 
All dis- 
charges and impurities should be deeply 
buried or treated with a solution of one 
ounce of chloride of zinc to two gallons 
of water. 
The persons attending 
the 
sick animals should not have anything to 
do with the well hogs, and all food and 
water must be dean and pure. 
If these 
directions are faithfully followed the dis- 
ease may be stayed and stamped out. 
Every farmer should inspect his hogs imd 
all animals daily, and act promptly on 
iiie first appearance of disease.

WATERING TIIE STOCK. 


Although some horses, unless very 
thirsty, only drink a small quantity each 
time, they should have it all the more 
punctually. 
They want that little just as 
badly as the horse which drinks a greater 
quantity. 
Many horses like to take their 
time to drink. 
They should be allowed 
that time, and should never be hurried 
away from the water. 
Give them all the 
time they want. 


Some horses are far more particular 
about the quality of the water they drink 
than others. 
They drink only pure, cold 
watCi with a relish. 
Given any other 
they will not drink heartily nor thrive so 
well. 
All horses, and indeed all kinds of 
stock, do the best when they have pure 
water, and they should have it often. 
Even the hog, that is fed largely with 
liquid food, should have its drink of pure 
water often. 


Cows that drink impure water soon 
show the , effect in the quality of their 
milk. 
It is in dry, hot weather, and 
during long, hot days, that this subject is 
most important to the farmer. When the 
stock cease to, thrive, the capital invested 
in them ceases to bear interest.—Prairie 
"Warmer,

one is selling butter now at advance, and 
paying prices, who still clingsto "Graiid- 
mother's" way of making. 
Neither does 
the market put a premiimi on butter made 
from actively sour cream, nor butter with 
pronounced butter-milk flavor, or made 
sharp with over-salting. 
Butter, to brinu' 
a high price, must l)e of croam not ov<ir 
thirty-six hours old, slightly acid. 
It 
must bo washed free from butter-milk 
•with weak brine, and salted not to ex- 
ceed thrce-qnarters of an ounce to the 
pound. 
Butter also needs to be packed 
in some of the cheap but tasteful pack- 
ages now obtainable, and sent to the mar- 
ket inmiediately. 
Long-kee]nng buttt^r 
is no longer called for. 
Butter is made 
to sell, not to keep, and the consumer 
says, "to eat fresh,'not held until devoid 
of'fine tiavor, or aronm.'' 
The grout 
evil 
is 
that 
so 
much 
butter 
is 
made 
by 
those 
who 
liavo 
a 
few 
cows that they cannot make a specinlty 
of fine butter-making, and so make as 
best suits them. 
This butter made from 
old and often fermenting cream, is at the 
start 
destitute of butter 
flavor. 
It 
is not washed free from butter-miiiM but 
"worked over'' with ladles, "balled up'' 
and sent to^he grocery store, un]irolectcd 
from tl^e light and air, and then con- 
signed to the "shoe box." 
When at last, 
weeks, may bo, though it should only 
have been days at the most, this butter 
finds its way to the city market to be re- 
jected and neglected, it is finally sold for 
a few cents a pomul, and atcually scoffed 
at by the proscribed oleomargarine. 


Tius making of an originally good ma- 
terial into a low-priced, objectionable ar- 
ticle, that does not attract but lowers the 
price and lesens consumption, should be 
stopped. 
It is both unprofitable and un- 
businesslike. 
The market wants good 
butter, and discards poor. 
Why, then, 
insist upon furnishing the latter? 
If one 
cannot make a fine article and get a good 
price for it, either changc methods, quit 
tjie business, or, what is better, patronize 
a co-operative creamery. 
There the ma- 
terial of a whole neighborhood can be 
massed, rules of production adopted so 
that substantial uniformity will be se- 
cured, and a final product turned out that 
finds its way—at popular prices—to con- 
sumers of good butter. 
The one is 
money losing; the latter is money making.

This is an exceedingly fortunate 
thing for the beekeeper, as it makes them 
much more kindly and easily handled 
than they otherwise would be. With bees, 
as witli men, they are best natured when 
on a full stomach. In the colder portions 
of the country protecting the hives is 
ciecessary, either by placing them in cel- 
lars or packing in chaff; in milder sec- 
tions and in the South they will pass the 
winter well on the summer stands. 
In 
handling bees fearlessness is a wonderful 
protection. 
A person who fights them or 
tries to drive them away is quite sure to 
be stung. Still, it must be admitted that 
there is something about persons that 
gives to a few immunity from bee sting 
that other cannot obtain. 


The safest wny for the average bee- 
keeper is to protect one's self as well as 
possible by the dress, use a smoker, and 
proceed as you would about any other 
work, taking care not to crush or injure 
ft bee. 
Occasionally a colony will attack 
a horse that has been driven or led too 
near their stand. 
When this occurs they 
often exhibit a vindictiveness and perse- 
verance that is not only wonderful, but 
dangerous. 
Horses that have been heated 
by driving and become sweaty are more 
obnoxious to them than tho same animals 
would be when in their normal condition, 
grazing near the hive. 
There are so 
many things to be learned hbuut bees that 
persons without experience in the busi- 
ness, who design keeping then), 
should 
buy one of the many books on the sub- 
ject or subscribe for a good pajier de-

Tho ta-t'san, or larjio 
worms, give a silk of beautiful toxiuro 
and of great brilliancy. 
The lun-jne,

are made, does not produce a cocuun so 
fully supplied or silk so lustrous. 
The 
yggs are hatched in the beginning of Feb- 
ruary. 
The cocoons produced at 
this 
l^eriod are saved for production, and the 
first harvest does not begin till the second 
hatching. 
After the fourth moulting the 
silk worm, having become clear and 
transparent, is placed under frames 
cells of bamboo to fill a cocoon. 
The 
greatest care is taken by silk growers in 
educating tho silk-worm. 
They are oc- 
cupied almost the whole year. 
The mul- 
berry tree is also cultivated with great 
care. 
The trees are planted on plains in 
parallel rows at a distance of four or live 
feet of one another. 
They are generally 
young trees, trimmed each year and re- 
newed every five years. 
It takes 
leu^t 
twenty piculs of leaves to nourish an «mnee 
and a half of silk worms from the day of 
hatching to the day of placing in tho 
frames for the cocoons. 
It is estimaie'^ 
that 100 pounds of good cocoons give 
twenty pounds of silk.—Ameridin ¿^d/i

THE FAITHLESS SERVANT. 


A STOEY OF TEE SEPOT 
I had been in India ten months when 


the first meeting araong- native troops 
occurred. The English have been harshlv 
criticised that the civil and military 
ofacials in the severr,! provinces were not 
better posted, and tha^ more vigorous 
measures were not taken at the outset to 
crush the rebellion. 
]S"o European, no 


matter what his position or how keen he 
was. could have foretold the widespread 
mutiny, arid in raosc instances the native 
troops so greatly outnumbered the Euro- 
pean ths.i the; militarv authorities were 


but the natives played their parts so well 
as to deceive military men born aad. 
reared T.'itli them. 


Soon after ray arrival at Sefctapore, in 


the territory of Gw::Iicr, the signs of an 
outbreak became so menacing that I 
made preparations to Ceuart, but was in- 
uuesd to remain by tae representations of 
the British oSicers. They declared their ut- 
most faith in the native soldiery, and to 
this was added the protestations of the 
body servant who had bsea with me for 
h.ilf a year. He was an intelligent,well- 
educated Sepoy, who had traveled ex- 
tensively with Europeans, and who was 
well posted ia the manners and customs 
of the natives. He solemnly assured me 
that, the outbreaks at Delhi, Agra, 
Xussesrabad aad 
other 
places were 


owicj; entirely to local causes. As I 
after7,-.-!rd came to know, this fellow, 
vrliile telling ni-2 this, wss not. only acting 
as a spy for i'm malcontents, but had 
carefully appraised my personal property 
and rn-ide his calculations to Mil me and

TLierc were over 3000 native soldiery in 


c.-»nip at. Seatapore, and nothing in their 
conthics: up to the jlrst of Jt-nc gave rise 
to the slightest suspicion that an out- 
break was intended.

The command- 
ant gas informed that, the entire body 
of native soldiery had determined to 
throw off tae yoke aad join the rebellion. 
While 


simflior outfit, which contained three 
civil officials, trwo of whom were married 
men and had their -wives and children 
along. As all were acquainted it was 
agreed to travel together, and the jour- 
ney during the afternoon vras entirely 
safe and pleasant. We passed many na- 
tives, all headed for Seetapore, most of 
whom saluted us courteouslv. and an 
hour before sxindovra, when we had made 
seventeen miles and drew up a Govern- 
ment bungalow to refresh ourseves, we 
felt rather cheap at having run away so 
soon. 
There were no other travelers at 


the bungalow, and after resting for an 
hour we were discussing the idea of a 
return to Seetapore. when a native wo- 
man, whose presence none of us had de- 
tected, showed herself to my cousin's 
wife. 
She proved to be a woman who 


had been in the lady's employ- for several 
years, and had left her to get married, 
and now lived csar the bungalow. She 
stated that the soldiery at Seetapore 
would rebel on the morrow and sack the 
town and slaughter ail Europeans, and 
that a body of natives over a hundred 
strong: had that afternoon rendezvoused, 
within half a inile of the bungalow and 
then proceeded to a point three miles down 
the road, where they proposed to stop 


j and slaughter all Feiringhees seekiajj to 


« escape to Lucknow. 
They had reached 


the spot selected by thfe time, and our 
escape by the highway was thus cut oS. 


This native wosian refused to see aay 


of the men of the partv or to speak with 
auy of the other ladies besides my cous- 
in's wife, and was gone before we knew 
of her warning. 
2?o one doubted her 


information and for some time we were 
unable to decide oa a plan of action. 
It 


was finally decided to drive about two 
rai-es. and there xaake a cross-road known 
to exist, and thus Sank the force gathered 
for our destruction. 
It was dark when 


we left the bungalow, and we reached 
the cross road without adventure. 
After 


passing up this read for a mile or two 
we began to look for an opportunity to 


i head to the east again, but we drove 
three miles, before we found it. 
Then it 


was a blind road leading through a 
heavy jungle and over very rough ground. 
Had it not been a bright moonlight night 
we could not have traveled ten rods upon 
this route. 
"With everything in. our favor 


we made but slow progress, and, after 
following the road for about two miles, 
we found that it ended at an old quarry, 
and beyond this was a jungle that one 
could scarcely penetrate on foot. Every- 
body at once realized that we were in a 
fis. It was now midnight and to return 
to the highway was to place ourselves at 
the mercy of the first band of marauders 
astir. 
"We could not go ahead, and how 


were we to remain in that desolate spot? 


As the Indian wars of America have 


furnished unnumbered instances of the 
heroism of American women, so did that 
outbreak in India prove to the world the 
courage of hundreds of English females 
of all ages, from grandmothers to maid- 
ens. As we stood beside the carriages in 
that lonely spot consulting as to what 
should be done, not a woman spoke a 
word to show cowardice or despair.

Pequot Cake—For a good cake that 


can be made a different way every 
day ia the week, and whica never 
fails, at least at our house, let me 
recommend one cup of sugar, but- 
ter, size of an egg, one teaspooriful of 
soda, two of cream tartar, one-half cup of 
milk, two eggs, two cups of Sour. Beat 
sugar :ind butter together, acid the eg-gs, 
then the milk with the soda and cream 
tartnr stirred in the milk until foaming, 
then the Sour. This can be Savored and 
baked in a plain loaf, or in cup cakes— 
lanrer rake, ribbon cake—which is made 
bv taking one-third of the mixture and 
adding fruit and spice, bake in three 
layers aad put them together with frost- 
ing.

There is,so much to entice one out ox 
doors now, let us save time in the heated 
kitchen by preparing plain desserts. The 
recipes here given have bef^n thoroughly 
tested, and are well liked. 
Rice, we 
consider wholesome, economical and easy 
to prepare; three important points to one 
who has to consider the outlay of both 
money and strength. 


Rico Pudding With Eggs—One quart 
of milk, three eggs, one cup of ])oiled 
rice, a good pinch of salt, one half cup 
of sugar, raisins and 
flavoring. 
Bake 
half an hour. 


Boiled Rice AYith Cream Sauce—Boil 
a cup full of rice the usual way. 
For 
the sauce take one pint of milk, yolks of 
two eggs, one-half cup sugar, a pinch of 
salt, and two tablespoonfuls of flour or 
cornstarch. 
Put the milk in a double? 
boiler.
